Eating is something more, some-

havior directed by a complicated sys- 
tem of regulation. And then drink- 
ing-—water or milk, tea or coffee, ct 
meals or between meals, they are 
habits or acquired details in the salis- 
factions of needs. 


You have the habit of taking exer- 
cise, regularly or irregularly, of goli- 
ing or swimming or a daily dozen; of 
washing and bathing and brushing 
of being cleanly and neat, 
and orderly and punctual, and poiite 
or of swearing, of telling the truth or 
stretching it a bit, of making excuses 
or facing the music, of studying or 
loafing, of going to church or tne 
movies—but stop! You should have 
stopped long ago, for some of these 
are not habits in any real sense.
